I have told you. 
I have heard 
much of your city; your beautiful 
trees are distinctive. 
You have 
here an atmosphere of helpful­ 
ness, created 
by 
the 
colleges, i jn ^ 
which any town should envy. 
I ' 
can tell by looking at the fences 
on the farms, the 
streets 
and 
residences of the town, w hat peo­ 
ple I am going to find in a com­ 
munity. 
Your surroundings look 
like you and are expressive of 
your character. 
“ Two things make a great n a ­ 
tion: great people and rich land. 
people laughed when Brazil de­ 
clared 
war 
on 
Germany. 
The 
land of Brazil is rich, but the 
people are not great. 
However, 
when th e United States declared 
war, everybody took notice. 
De­ 
stroy your city and 
save 
your 
young men and women and in 20 
years a nother city will spring up, 
but destroy your youth and in 
20 years, your buildings will fall 
Into decay. So, in the final analy­ 
sis, great people m ake a great 
nation or city. 
“ If I were here a week, I would 
have every one of you men w o rk ­ 
ing with the kids. 
In Chicago, 
hank presidents and big business 
men. whom you could not see in 
their offices more than one time 
in a year, find time to help boys. 
We have six hundred of them 
who are being aided in various 
ways and given a start in Ilfs.

station provides separate rooms 
for the transm itting equipment, 
storage batteries, reception par­ 
lor and studio, with commodious 
dressing rooms for the 
artists

The outstanding

feature of the Willard station is 
that it not only has 1000 watts 
for transmitting but that storage 
batteries, which have for 
some 
time been recognized as the ideal 
source of power for 
clear 
and 
steady transmission, are
